To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Chertsey  Urban  District 

Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1962 
on  the  health  of  the  Chertsey  Urban  District. 

The  population  at  mid-year  1962  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  to  be  41,790,  an  increase  of  800  on  that  of  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  births  exceeded  this  increase  by  sixty-one,  thereby 
indicating  an  outward  migration  of  this  number  to  other  parts  of  the 
country. 

The  corrected  birth-rate  of  18.95  was  higher  than  the  provisional 
rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  has  been  estimated  at  18.0.  The 
corrected  death-rate  was  11.15  compared  to  the  national  rate  of  11.9. 

At  13.94  the  infant  mortality  rate  shows  a very  slight  increase 
but  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which 
remains  at  21.6. 

This  year  I have  estimated  the  death-rate  from  motor  vehicle 
accidents  for  two  reasons;  firstly  we  are  periodically  subjected  to 
radio  and  television  talks  on  accident  prevention,  particularly  prior 
to  Bank  Holidays,  by  the  Minister  of  Transport  so  that  the  matter  is 
in  everyone’s  mind  and  secondly  I wanted  to  show  how  insignificant 
this  rate  of  0.05  is  in  your  area  as  compared  to  bronchitis  0.65,  heart 
disease  2.56,  lung  cancer  0.38,  and  other  forms  of  cancer  1.63.  It 
might  be  helpful  if  the  Minister  of  Health  could  use  the  same  media 
for  a talk  on  the  prevention  of  chest  disease.  In  the  course  of  a few 
minutes  he  could  reach  the  homes  of  millions.  How  long  would  it 
take  individual  health  educators  to  do  this? 

During  the  year  all  caravan  occupiers  were  advised  to  see  that 
their  vans  were  adequately  ventilated  at  night  and  that  boiler  grate 
flues  were  kept  clear.  This  followed  an  incident  in  which  a family 
was  suffocated,  but  fortunately  not  fatally.  In  that  particular  episode 
the  flue  of  the  chimney  was  completely  blocked  whilst  all  windows 
and  ventilators  were  closed  because  of  the  foggy  weather.  With  a 
caravan  population  of  approximately  sixteen  hundred  it  is  very 
necessary  to  keep  their  health  and  welfare  very  much  to  the  forefront. 
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The  introduction  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  of  1960  has 
stimulated  public  interest  and  our  attention  has  been  directed  to 
possible  foci  of  excessive  noise.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  the 
amount  of  aircraft  noise  in  this  area  is  excessive.  Most  of  this 
emanates  from  jet  planes  and  whilst  much  of  it  is  acceptable  by  day 
it  is  reaching  intolerable  proportions  by  night,  particularly  during 
the  months  of  August  and  September  when  many  cheap  night  flights 
are  operated. 

There  was  a greater  incidence  of  dysentery  during  1962.  This  is 
a disease  whose  spread  is  aided  by  lowered  standards  of  hygiene. 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  recorded,  but  this  must  not  lead  to 
public  apathy  towards  vaccination. 

1962  will  be  remembered  for  outbreaks  of  smallpox  in  the  West 
Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  in  South  Wales.  Although  it  appeared  none 
of  our  population  were  directly  affected  there  was  a public  demand 
for  vaccination,  which  threw  an  extra  burden  on  general  practitioners 
and  the  health  department.  The  doubling  of  the  number  of  vaccina- 
tions during  the  year  further  testified  to  this. 

At  this  stage  in  the  introduction  it  is  customary  to  acknowledge 
the  help  received  during  the  year.  I am  indebted  to  all  the  staff  of 
the  health  department,  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  support  and  to  the  general 
practitioners  for  valued  help  and  co-operation.

Health  Visitors. 

Six  County  Health  Visitors  serve  die  district  and  their  work  takes 
in  duties  under  the  school  medical,  maternity  and  child  welfare  and 
other  personal  health  services. 

Home  Help  Service. 

The  County  Council  maintains  from  its  Divisional  Offices  in 
Woking  a service  for  the  provision  of  home  helps  in  maternity  cases, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  giving  assistance  in  homes  when  illness  is 
present. 

The  “ Neighbourly  ” Home  Help  Scheme  continued  to  expand 
during  the  year  and  undoubtedly  proved  to  be  of  much  assistance  to 
all  concerned  and  in  some  measure  relieved  the  demand  for  the 
ordinary  Home  Helps. 

In  an  endeavour  to  deal  more  adequately  with  the  problem  of  sub- 
standard premises,  and  where  conditions  had  fallen  below  the  normal 
standard  of  hygiene,  the  County  Council  introduced  a system  for 
making  extra  payments  initially  to  Home  Helps  to  clear  up  the 
premises  and  an  additional  plus  rate  where  there  was  a continuing 
need  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  a reasonable  standard.

Poliomyelitis. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  actively 
continued  and  during  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  introduced  the 
use  of  a Tri valent  Oral  Vaccine  for  general  use  to  persons  within  the 
priority  categories.  This  vaccine  can  be  used  as  substitution  for,  or 
in  addition  to,  previous  Salk  injections  as  well  as  being  used  for 
primary  courses  of  vaccination,  three  doses  constituting  a primary 
course.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  demand  for  Oral  vaccine  almost 
entirely  superseded  the  demand  for  the  Salk  type  of  vaccine. 

During  the  year  appointments  were  offered  to  all  school  children 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelve  years  who  were  due  for  a fourth 
dose  of  vaccine.  With  more  plentiful  supplies  of  vaccine  fifteen  open 
sessions  were  held  at  Chertsey,  Addlestone  and  New  Haw  Clinics.

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Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

With  cases  of  smallpox  reported  in  the  London,  Midlands,  West 
Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  South  Wales  areas  it  was  natural  there  would 
be  an  increased  demand  for  vaccination.  These  outbreaks  showed  us 
that  successful  vaccination  in  infancy  did  not  necessarily  prevent  a 
person  from  getting  smallpox,  or  indeed  from  succumbing.  Recent 
successful  vaccination,  however,  did  give  adequate  protection.  It  would 
appear  that  in  outbreaks  of  this  kind  vaccination  should  be  first  and 
foremost  for  contacts  and  others  at  risk.  In  this  way  any  outbreak 
should  be  contained.

Home  Conditions. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  detailed  knowledge  of  the  home 
conditions  of  all  persons  notified  to  him  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
from  personal  visits  as  well  as  from  reports  from  the  Health  Visitor. 
He  is  thus  in  a position  to  advise  on  the  housing  requirements  of  the 
family  concerned.  The  patient  should  be  isolated  at  least  to  the 
extent  of  having  a bedroom  to  himself.  Advice  is  given  on  the 
necessity  of  strict  precautions  as  to  proper  disposal  of  sputum  and  on 
general  matters  of  hygiene. 


Tuberculosis  Care  Committee. 

The  local  area  Care  Committee  includes  the  Chertsey  district  in  its 
sphere  of  activities.  It  helps  tuberculous  persons  and  their  families 
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who  require  assistance  and  advice.  Cases  were  helped  during  the  year 
with  extra  nourishment,  clothing,  household  necessities  and  handi- 
craft materials.  Children  who  were  contacts  with  active  cases  at  home 
were  provided  with  seaside  and  country  holidays.

Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  Woking  and  District 
Water  Company.  The  water  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  in  quantity.  No  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the 
raw  water  but  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  were  carried 
out  on  the  treated  water. 

During  the  year  twenty-one  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford.  Three  samples  from  a hotel 
were  found  to  be  heavily  contaminated.  On  investigation,  it  was 
discovered  that  they  had  been  taken  from  a storage  cistern.  The 
cistern  was  cleansed  and  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory.  As 
an  additional  safeguard,  a further  tap  was  provided  with  water  direct 
from  the  rising  main. 

Four  samples  were  taken  by  the  Council’s  Analyst  and  were 
examined  bacteriologically,  chemically  and  physically.  The  results

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INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


I should  like  to  report  briefly  on  several  items  directly  concerning 
my  section  of  the  department.  Firstly,  we  were  all  sorry  when  Mr. 
Adams  left  the  service  of  the  Council  to  take  up  an  appointment  as 
Public  Health  Oflicer  to  the  Kingborough  Council,  Tasmania.  He  was 
a very  capable  and  likeable  person  and  carries  best  wishes  for  a 
successful  future  in  his  new  land. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  yet  again  the  number  of  loads  removed 
from  cesspools  reached  a record  figure  and  indicates  the  continued 
loyalty  of  the  personnel  engaged  on  the  service. 

Two  matters  on  which  the  public  are  placing  much  more  emphasis 
are  flies  and  noise.  It  was  rare  indeed  to  receive  complaints  of  either 
ten  years  and  more  ago,  but  a fair  proportion  of  time  is  given  to 
them  now. 

Probably  the  most  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  was  when  the 
Council  became  the  Food  & Drugs  Authority  on  the  1st  April  and 
the  paragraph  dealing  with  this  subject  indicates  the  work  carried 
out  in  this  field. 

The  report  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  shows 
that  there  is  no  great  falling  off  in  the  number  of  infested  properties 
and  proves  again  that  any  relaxation  of  vigilance  would  soon  result 
in  the  rat  population  increasing. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  the 
assistance  and  loyalty  of  the  staff  under  my  control,  and  of  the 
continued  support  and  confidence  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council.

The  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  district  is  situated  in  the 
Chertsey  Ward,  and  is  registered  to  accommodate  forty-three  lodgers. 
During  the  year,  13  visits  were  made  to  the  premises  which  were 
found  to  be  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  to  comply  with 
the  byelaws. 

A considerable  number  of  tent  and  van  dwellers  continue  to  visit 
the  district  during  the  year  and  encamp  on  certain  areas  for  variable 
periods.  Many  of  these  are  engaged  on  agricultural  work  for  farmers 
within  the  district. 


Clean  Air. 

A number  of  complaints  were  investigated  and  appropriate  action 
taken  as  necessary. 

A close  check  is  made  of  the  heights  of  proposed  chimneys  in  any 
new  industrial  development  where  plans  are  submitted  and  a number 
of  cases  were  referred  back  to  architects  for  amendment. 


Fly  Control  at  Refuse  Tips. 

The  various  refuse  tips  were  treated  as  necessary  throughout  the 
Spring,  Summer  and  Autumn  months,  twenty-six  visits  being  made. 
A malathion  powder  is  used,  and  it  is  notable  that  neither  wasps 
nor  crickets  are  evident  with  this  treatment. 
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Eradication  of  Insect  Pests. 

The  Council  now  undertakes  a scheme  for  the  destruction  of  insect 
pests  in  private  houses  at  a fixed  charge.  It  is  felt  that  uniform  treat- 
ment is  more  satisfactory.  Where  structural  works  are  required,  such 
as  removal  of  slates,  floorboards,  etc.,  this  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
occupiers,  but  advice  is  given  when  required. 

Twenty-five  wasps  nests  and  eighteen  other  insect  infestations  were 
destroyed. 

During  the  late  Summer,  a number  of  complaints  of  heavy  infesta- 
tions were  received  from  residents  in  a part  of  Ottershaw,  the  insect 
being  the  lesser  house  fly. 

Observations  made  by  the  residents  suggested  a nearby  poultry 
farm  was  a contributory  factor,  but  investigations  at  the  farm  did 
not  disclose  any  undue  number  of  flies  for  such  an  establishment. 

Nevertheless,  the  Infestation  Control  Division  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was  called  on  for  advice,  as  a result 
of  which  the  farmer  agreed  to  co-operate  in  experimenting  with  the 
“ fly-string  ” method  of  control.  This  has  been  developed  in  America 
and  has  been  found  successful  in  some  parts  of  England.  The  strings 
are  impregnated  with  a special  long-life  insecticide  and  are  hung  in 
the  poultry  houses.  It  is  simple  and  cheap,  and  has  the  advantage  that 
the  strings  only  require  treating  twice  during  the  breeding  season. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  note  results  next  year  and  subsequently. 
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Pest  Control. 

A Pests  Officer  is  engaged  whole-time  on  this  work  and  the  Ministry’s  recommended  methods  of  control  and  disinfestation  are 
employed.  The  following  table  summarises  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949:  — 
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Rag  Flock  Act,  1951. 

Flock  used  by  upholsterers  in  the  area  is  guaranteed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Rag  Flock  Act.  Flock  removed  from  old  bedding 
and  upholstered  furniture  is  destroyed. 

There  are  two  registered  premises  in  the  district. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

Three  licences  were  granted  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  or  private  swimming  pools  to  which  the  general 
public  have  access. 

Samples  of  water  from  swimming  pools  at  two  schools  and  from 
a water  used  by  a local  swimming  club  proved  to  be  of  a reasonable 
standard. 

Schools. 

There  are  fourteen  County  Primary  schools,  four  secondary  schools, 
one  Grammar  school,  four  Boys’  Colleges  and  several  private  schools 
within  the  district.  All  obtain  their  drinking  water  from  the  main 
supply  of  the  Woking  and  District  Water  Company. 

One  Council  school  and  one  Boys’  College  are  provided  with 
cesspool  drainage,  one  Boys’  College  is  drained  on  the  septic  tank 
system,  one  Boys’  College  and  two  private  schools  are  provided  with 
a complete  private  drainage  system,  and  the  remainder  all  have  main 
drainage. 

Housing  Act,  1957 — Overcrowding. 

All  cases  of  overcrowding  coming  to  notice  are  referred  to  the 
Housing  Committee  for  rehousing  as  and  when  accommodation 
becomes  available. 

Housing. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  one  thousand,  five  hundred  and  thirty-two 
new  houses  and  flats  had  been  completed  by  the  Local  Authority  since 
1945.  One  hundred  and  forty-four  family  units  were  rehoused  in 
Council  houses  or  requisitioned  houses.  There  still  remains  a waiting 
list  of  one  thousand  and  eighteen  applicants.  The  ever  increasing 
demand  for  craftsmen  and  skilled  labour  by  new  trading  estates  and 
adjacent  factories  keeps  this  figure  at  a consistently  high  level. 
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Special  consideration  is  given  to  the  rehousing  of  families  where 
there  is  an  infectious  and  notified  case  of  tuberculosis  and  where 
there  are  young  children  at  risk,  the  aim  being  to  give  each  infectious 
case  a separate  bedroom. 

Housing  Act,  1957,  Parts  II  aind  III. 

During  the  year,  three  Demolition  and  one  Closing  Orders  were 
made,  ten  families  were  re-housed,  and  3 houses  were  demolished. 

One  house  subject  to  a Qosing  Order  was  reconditioned  during 
the  year,  and  the  Order  was  revoked.

Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960. 

The  number  of  complaints  of  noise  has  increased  considerably  since 
this  Act  came  into  force.  Although  this  is  perhaps  the  most  complex 
and  difficult  of  the  statutory  nuisances  to  deal  with,  improvements 
were  effected  in  a number  of  cases  by  insulating  machine  shops,  fitting 
volume  controls  to  loud-speakers  and  discontinuing  the  use  of  machin- 
ery at  night. 

The  acquisition  of  a sound  level  meter  during  the  year  proved  of 
great  benefit  in  assessing  noise. 

Generally  speaking,  managements  are  found  to  be  sympathetic  and 
co-operative  when  the  problem  is  realised. 

Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  and  Welfare  Provisions)  Act, 
1956. 

Eighteen  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  the  provision 
of  sanitary  conveniences  at  agricultural  premises,  and  appropriate 
action  taken  where  necessary. 
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Caravan  Sites. 

1.  Municipal  Sites. 

Brackendene  Site,  Addlestone. 

This  site  was  acquired  by  the  Council  in  1959,  with  the  intention 
of  running  it  down  in  numbers  over  the  next  few  years.  -There  were 
one  hundred  and  four  caravans  on  the  site  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
a reduction  of  forty-nine  compared  with  the  number  taken  over. 

Heathervale  Site,  New  Haw. 

This  site  remained  fully  occupied,  the  number  of  caravans  being 
ninety-nine. 

2.  Private  Sites. 

Licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  several  small  sites  during  the 
year  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

An  appeal  against  certain  Conditions  attached  to  site  licences,  which 
will  affect  all  licences,  had  not  been  resolved  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Licensing  Act,  1961. 

Under  this  Act  all  clubs  have  to  be  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquor  and  local  authorities  can  object  to  the  granting  of  licences  on 
certain  grounds. 

In  only  one  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  recommend  opposition 
to  a licence,  where  the  premises  did  not  comply  with  Section  89  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  certain  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  of  1949  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  responsible  for  ±e  supervision  of 
clean  milk  production  on  the  farm. 

When  unsatisfactory  and  unhygienic  conditions  are  found  in  dairy 
farms  on  inspection  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  these  cases  are 
reported  to  the  County  Inspector  for  necessary  action. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1949. 

On  taking  over  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  on  1st  April, 
the  Council  again  became  responsible  for  licensing  and  sampling  under 
the  Regulations. 

No  licences  were  issued  during  the  year.

All  but  one  of  the  samples  were  satisfactory. 

All  milk  produced  and  retailed  in  the  district  is  now  “ specially 
designated,”  that  is,  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested.  This 
Milk  Order  came  into  operation  in  1954.  Tests  are  regularly  carried 
out  on  samples  to  ensure  purity  and  adequate  pasteurisation.

The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  continued  in  use  during  the  year. 
Co-operative  relations  have  continued  to  exist  between  the  trade 
and  the  Local  Authority  and  its  Officers.  A large  percentage  of  the 
animals  killed  has  been  consigned  to  the  London  Markets. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-eight  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughter- 
house during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  examination  of  carcases  and 
ofiFals.

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Disposal  of  Meat  Unfit  for  Human  Consumption. 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1960,  brought 
about  welcome  changes  in  the  disposal  of  unfit  meat. 

Arrangements  continued  for  all  such  meat  and  offal  from  the 
slaughterhouse  to  be  sterilised  at  the  local  knacker’s  yard,  and  similar 
arrangements  will  be  made  in  the  case  of  any  unfit  meat  arising  at 
butchers’  shops  etc. 

The  regulations  give  a reasonable  measure  of  control  to  Local 
Authorities  over  meat  from  knacker’s  yards  and  pet  meat  shops.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955/60. 

The  Health  Department  paid  particular  attention  to  window 
displays  and  displays  of  food  not  under  glass  on  counters  and  in  two 
cases  were  successful  in  persuading  shop  managements  to  instal 
protective  display  counters. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
hygiene  in  food  premises,  preliminary  notices  were  served,  requiring 
works  to  be  carried  out,  29  were  complied  with,  this  latter  figure 
including  notices  served  prior  to  1962.

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Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955. 

The  Council  became  the  Food  & Drugs  Authority  for  their  district  on  the  1st  April,  this  work  having 
previously  been  undertaken  by  the  Surrey  County  Council. 
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The  following  are  the  details  of  the  adulterated  or  irregular  samples 
and  the  action  taken. 

Soft  Cream  Cheese.  Sample  taken  hy  Surrey  County  Council. 

Contained  36.9%  of  milk  fat.  Public  Analyst  of  opinion  such  cheese 
should  contain  not  less  than  50%  milk  fat.  Food  Standards  Com- 
mittee has  since  recommended  a milk  fat  content  of  at  least  45%,  but 
the  recommendation  has  not  yet  been  implemented. 

Milk  Caramels.  Although  described  as  “ Milk  ” Caramels,  analysis 
showed  the  article  contained  not  more  than  0.1%  milk  fat  and  5.1% 
skimmed  milk  solids,  and  it  was  felt  that  the  description  was  mis- 
leading. 

Following  informal  discussions  and  formal  representations  from  the 
Council,  the  manufacturers  undertook  to  rename  the  article  “ Swiss  ” 
Caramels. 

Bottled  Prawns.  Al±ough  not  unfit  for  human  consumption,  these 
were  found  to  be  deteriorated  in  taste  and  appearance  through  pro- 
longed storage.  It  was  not  possible  to  obtain  a formal  sample,  as  the 
remainder  of  the  consignment  had  been  withdrawn  from  sale  and 
disposed  of. 

Pork  Sausages.  These  contained  414  parts  per  million  S.0.2, 
although  this  was  not  declared.  Matter  immediately  rectified  on 
representation. 


Sale  or  Meoiufacture  of  Ice-cream. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  fourteen  premises  on  the  Register,  two 
premises  being  used  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream.  The  remaining 
premises  are  used  for  the  retail  sale  only  of  ice-cream. 

During  the  year,  51  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises  and, 
where  necessary,  attention  was  called  for  improvements. 

Forty-two  samples  of  ice-cream  were  collected  for  analysis,  with  the

These  grades  refer  to  the  degree  of  bacteriological  purity.  Grades 
I and  II  are  considered  of  a satisfactory  standard.  When  samples  fall 
into  Grades  III  and  IV  a careful  check  is  made  at  the  plants  con- 
cerned and  manufacturers  are  advised  on  cleansing,  sterilisation  and 
hygienic  preparation. 

In  addition,  16  iced  lollies  were  collected,  two  were  found  to  have 
a high  bacterial  count,  but  repeat  samples  were  satisfactory. 
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
